The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the 
amendment filed 5 September 2006 is deemed to overcome the objection to claims 1- 
14 as being in improper dependent form, and remove the rejections of the claims over 
Langer et al ('084), Langer et al ('043), Fujino et al and Nagai et al since no reference 
teaches the limitation regarding "annealing" of the product. The rejections under the 
judicially-created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting are deemed premature 
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since neither of the applications to which the rejections were based have been 
examined on their merits and are filed subsequent to the instant application. Since there 
are no other outstanding issues with regard to the clarity or enablement of the claims, 
these claims are deemed to contain allowable subject matter.
